From its nam e one m ight su p ­ 
pose it a dark, 
m u rk y 
stream , 
treacherous and full ol snakes and 
aligators, b u t instead it is a clear, 
beautiful river of western Texas, 
ab o u t 
IOO miles long, 
ru n n in g 
th ro u g h portions of Crockett, b u t­ 
to n and Val Verde counties and 
flowing into the Rio G rande. 
Its 
course is between high rocky cliffs, 
w ith here an d there a valley on one 
side or the other. 
On an average 
i t is fifty y ards wide, clear as a 


cry stal. 
Flow ing over rocks w hich m ake 
rap id s and waterfalls, 
then widen- 
cou^ g0 anyw here on 
th e 
in g into a broad lake, it is a 
truly jrj ver we wanted to. 
W e caught 
rivpr 
ia great num ber from tho boat and 
threw back all but the largest ones. 
There were some hogs around j 
the cam p an d we ted them on fish, j 
J d o u ’t believe this is m uch of a j 
h u n tin g ground, though we w ere; 
told th a t deer could be found in the 
canons th a t m ake out trorn the 
river. 
T here are a good m any Mexican 
quail and squirrels there. 
We stayed in cam p ten days and 
had a delightful time, the w eather 
was cool, no rain and the nights 
were cool and fine aso fc o n rse they 
should be at over 2000 feet above 
sea level.

From its name one might sup­ 
pose it a dark, murky 
su e un, 
treacherous and full ot snakes and 
aligators, but instead it is a clear, 
beautiful river of western lexas, 
about IOO miles long, 
running 
through portions of Crockett, Sut­ 
ton and Yfai Verde counties and 
dowing into the Rio Grande. 
Its 
course is between high rocky cliffs, 
with here and there a valley on one 
side or the other. 
On an average 
it is fifty yards wide, clear as a 
crystal. 
Flowing over rocks which make 
rapids and waterfalls, then widen­ 
ing into a broad lake, it is a truly 
beautiful river. 
In its course are many small is­ 
lands crowned with tall waving 
grasses. 
I have seen many beautiful rivers 
but I believe Devil’s river is the 
prettiest of them all. 
It is at least 
the finest fishing ground in T e x a s. 
Devil is a misnomer and it ought 
to be named something else. 
It was midnight on July 21, 
when 
our 
little party of six: 
Messrs. Rogan, Smith, and Evans 
of Austin, and Mr. Robt. Howell, 
Judge 
Henderson 
and 
myself 
reached our camp ground. 
When we woke in the morning 
we found ourselves situated in a 
little valley that gently sloped to 
• fie river. 
After break last each ol 
the party went to the river to try j 
his luck, but fishing is like every-, 
thing else—-a man must have some j 
skill or he will not excell and so it 
was that Mr. Smith and Mr. Rog­ 
ers soon demonstrated their super­ 
iority. 
There is no question but that 
this is an ideal stream for fish 
You can walk along the bauk and 
see the beautiful trout feeding in 
schools. Sometimes if you put your 
hook baited with a minnow down 
before them they will bite, but 
more often they will run away. 
The best way to catch trout is to 
find one of those deep shady holt s 
which are so numerous in the rivet 


cast your hook, which may be either 
a fly or a minnow and get back out 
of sight, and you will generally 
I have a s t r i k e very soon, and if you 
are any fisherman you will bring 
in a fine trout from I lh to <"> lbs. 
During our stay there we caught 
more trout than anything else, 
though we caught a good many 
channel cat and some gasper goo. 
Some of our party were successful 
(trolling. 
The day before we left, 
Mr. Smith saw two large trout 
swimming near the bank and put 
his minnow down in front of them 
but they didn’t notice it; then he 
changed his minnow for a spoon 
bait and threw his stroll in and 
drew it rapidly to him. 
A five 
pound trout sprang out of the wa­ 
ter and struck the hook. 
He put 
up a good fight but Mr. Smith 
brought 
him 
in at hist. 
\\ e 
brought his head and three others 
of our largest catch, to Austin to 
show. 
Everybody said they were 
splendid. 
We caught fish till we were tir­ 
ed of them. 
We also had a boat 
and could go anywhere on the 
river we wanted to. 
We caught 
a great number from the boat and 
threw back all but the largest ones. 
There were some hogs around 
the camp and we fed them on fish. 
T dou’t believe this is much of a 
hunting ground, though we were 
told that deer could be found in the 
canons that make out trom the 
river. 
There are a good many Mexican 
quail and squirrels there. 
We stayed in camp ten days and 
had a delightful time, the weather 
was cool, no rain and the nights 
were cool and fine as of conrse they 
should be at over 2000 feet above 
sea level. 
At Comstock our party 
separated Messrs Rogan and Evans 
returning home. 
The balance of 
us going to El Paso. 
I will tell 
you about that beautiful city in my 
next.
